To the Inhabitants of the Town of Seabrook in the County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the lower hall of the 
Seabrook Firemen’s Association Building, Route 86, on Tuesday, 
March 11, 1969, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon and to cast 
ballots from that hour until at least 6 o’clock in the evening of 
the same day and to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect by Non-partisan ballot: a Town Clerk 
for a term of three (3) years; one Selectman, Assessor, and 
Trustee of the Trust Funds for a term of three (3) years; one 
Selectman, Assessor, and Trustee of the Trust Funds for a term 
of two (2) years; a Town Treasurer for a term of three (3) 
years; a Collector of Taxes; a Chief of Police; a Chief of the 
Fire Department; Three (3) Constables, two (2) members of the 
Budget Committee for a term of two (2) years; a member of the 
Budget Committee for a term of one (1) year; a member of the 
Park Commission for a term of three (3) years; a Road Agent; 
and any other officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes and to 
renew and refund Town notes. 


ARTICLE 3. To see what action the Town will take 
regarding the balances of the Special appropriations: New Land, 
3,000.00; Cross Beach layout, 4,285.00; Street Survey, 305.00; 
Mosquito Control, 1,165.39; Cemetery Road, 201.54; River Street, 
833.00; Dwight Avenue (Spec.), 173.00; Adams Avenue, 483.40; 
River Street Ramp, 1,181.47. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to revise the 
salaries and wages of the Town officials and employees. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept a 
deed from the State of New Hampshire of a parcel of land 
bounded Northerly by the land of the State of New Hampshire; 
Easterly by other land of the Town, Southerly by the Folly Mill 
Road and Westerly by U.S. Interstate Route 95. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to sell to Spherex, Inc. by private sale that parcel 
of land acquired from the State of New Hampshire bounded as 
follows: 


A tract of land in the Town of Seabrook, 
Rockingham County, The State of New Hampshire, 
described as follows: 


Beginning in the northerly sideline of Folly Mill 
Road and in the easterly right-of-way line of Interstate 
Route 95 as shown on Project Plans of Seabrook 
I-95-1 (5) 0 on file in the records of the N. H. Dept. 
of Public Works & Highways; thence running 
northeasterly with said right-of-way line to a _ point 
directly opposite Station 106+15; thence running 
easterly to a point three hundred twenty (320’) feet 
easterly of and directly opposite Station 106+15; 
thence running southerly parallel to the centerline of 
Interstate Route 95 to the northerly sideline of Folly 
Mill Road; thence running westerly with said sideline 
to the point of beginning. 


Containing about ten thousand (10,000) square feet, 
more or less. 


and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to fix the price and 
terms of sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to sell to Spherex, Inc. by private sale, that parcel 
of town land bounded: 


Southerly by Folly Mill Road 

Westerly by land of the State of New Hampshire 
Northerly by land of the State of New Hampshire 
Easterly by a line drawn in prolongation northerly of 
the easterly boundary of land of Spherex, Inc. 


and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to fix the price and 
the condition of the sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
and abandon as a public highway that portion of Folly Mill 
Road bounded Easterly by the Easterly sideline of Spherex, Inc. 
as projected northerly; southerly by land of Spherex, Inc. two 
hundred fifty and five hundredths (250.05’) feet; Westerly by 
U.S. Interstate Route 95 and Northerly by land of the Town of 
Seabrook and land deeded to the Town of Seabrook by the 
State of New Hampshire; reserving nevertheless to the Town of 
Seabrook the right and privilege in perpetuity to lay and 
maintain therein a line or lines of pipe for the conduct of water 
or for any other municipal purpose whatsoever. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars for 
the purpose of hiring an assistant to the selectmen whose 
function shall be to aid and assist the selectmen for the ensuing 
year. 

(Approved by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
and empower the selectmen to appoint a committee consisting of 
fifteen (15) qualified voters of the Town and to be known as 
the Study Committee for Zoning, which Committee shall consist 
of the seven (7) members of the Planning Board and eight (8) 
other members, and the function of which will be to study the 
problems with the previous Town Zoning Ordinance and the 
zoning needs of the Town in the present and the future and to 
report their findings, when completed, to the Town in order that 
the Town may instruct the selectmen as to whether or not a 
new Zoning Ordinance should be prepared for submission to the 
Town. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for 
the purchase of wire, material and labor to extend the Closed 
Circuit Fire Alarm System. 


(Approved by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 12. Upon the Petition of Horatio C. Lattime and 
thirty-six (36) others: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Sixteen Hundred ($1600.00) Dollars to 
purchase four (4) Scott Air Pack Self Contained Masks for the 
use of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 13. Upon the Petition of Rayenold F. Perkins 
and fifteen (15) others: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Twelve Hundred ($1200.00) Dollars 
for the purchase of a 100 watt Police Base Radio Set to replace 
the one now in use at the fire station. 


(Approved by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 14. Upon the Petition of James S. Eaton and 
twelve (12) others: To see if the Town by majority, will vote to 
adopt the provisions of RSA 41:2-A, Section 3, and elect the 
Tax Collector for a term of three (3) years. 


ARTICLE 15. Upon the Petition of Hollis G. Eaton and 
twelve (12) others: To see if the Town will vote to increase the 
salaries of the four permanent Police Officers, from $90.00 per 
week to $110.00 per week for a forty-hour week. Two weeks 
paid vacation after one year service. And one week sick leave, 
sick leave to accumulate to five weeks in five years. 


ARTICLE 16. Upon the Petition of Cynthia L. Brown and 
fourteen (14) others: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars in support 
of the Seacoast Home Health Association’s Visiting Nurse Services.

of the Seabrook, New Hampshire, Highway Department, and that 
this equipment and materials be purchased on or before, but no 
later than, May 31, 1969.

ARTICLE 24. Upon the Petition of Merle D. Straw and
